Re: Farmers’ Income Tax 
Editor Pioneer: 

On behalf of the farmers I wish 
to point out to your readers some 
of the inconsistencies and injustices 
of the Farmers Income Tax set-up. 

A Farmer operates his farm for 
say four years, and perhaps because 
of weather conditions, hail, etc. he 
goes in the red about $1,000 a year, 
but in the fifth year he happens to 
make a profit of $1000. If single 
and no dependents he pays to the 
government $793 or about 70%. If 
married, no dependents, he pays 
$520 or over 50%. Is that fair? A 
man buys a farm for $5000, $1000 
down payment in four annual in- 
stallments with interest. If he, by 
yood luck, good management, and 
lots of hard work, manages to meet 
his obligations he is allowed to de- 
duct the interest paid, but if the 
principal, if his income is above the 
minimum allowed, if he is married, 
he pays income tax at the rate of 
$520 per $1,000, so that instead of 
his farm costing him $5,000 it is 
actually costing him $7080 plus int- 
erest. Interesting, isn't it? 

If a farmer does his own work 
or exchanges work with his neigh- 
bor, he gets no deductions, but if 


a 


Fair isn't it? 

All the Farmers J have interview- 
ed state emphatically that they will 
cut down on milking cows and 
stopping hogs. if they are compel- 
led to pay half their profits there- 
from. 

They also state that they don't 
object so much to paying — their 
income tax, if they knew — their 
money was being spent wisely, but 
when they hear and read such 
items as the government furnishing 
a special train for the incoming 
Governor General at a cost of pos- 
sibly at least $1,000 for him to tra- 
vel from Halifax to Ottawa and of 
the probably $100,000 it costs an- 
nually to support the office. and 
knowing that if it was abolished 
completely it would not make an 
iota of difference to the economy 
of the country, and read of the 
members of parliament voting them 
selves $2000 tax free increase in 
salary. and the granting of thous- 
ands of dollars on retirement of 
vovernment big shots, while be- 
grudging a measely $30 a month 
for old age pensioners who possibly 
after spending their years in hard 
work, and who perhaps through no 
fault of their own, are in dire need, 
and on top of that appoint inspect- 
ors to see that they don’t spend 
their pittance for high priced cars, 
electric refrigerators, etc., so that 
the possible cost of administration 
of old age pensions is probably one 
half the pensions. Then when they | 
see inspectors of all kinds every: | 
day on the road for all manner of | 
projects getting big salaries and 
large expense account, and driving 
fine cars, and many of whom are 
totally unfitted for the job, they 
wonder if we wouldn't be better 
off if they weren't put to milking 
cows and slopping hogs, and the 
thousand and one different bureaus 
set up, with many incompetent at 
their head, who instead of service-

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} ing the public, act as petty dicta- 


tors. These are some of the thinus 
that make the farmer see red 
About two years ago at the ex- 
pense of the taxpayer the govern. 
ment put a bonus of 10 cents on 
oats, and 15 cents on barley, so that 
it was as profitable to sell the grain 
as it was to feed hogs, now when 
the farmer hus largely gone out of 
hog raising, two years too late, they 
put $2 per hog extra, but to fool 


| the farmer takes back $1.00 of it 


in his taxes, the ultimate result of 
these measures along with others is 
that the farmers won't be providin 
butter and bacon cnough for domes: | 
tic use let alone supplying the over- 
seas market
